Now then there ii 
another moat important point, vis.. That by 
carrying itio railway tbroagbV'ancouver lalaud 
and the central hno it will avoid Si.n Juan 
and be open tor traOic at all limes, and ia 
aale both on Vaiicouver laland and the con. 
tioent from attack during war, Ttiis ia a very 
important point aa regarda commerce^ defence 
and Buttleinent, for ,,remamber tba commerce 
la auppoacd to oome by aaa from Obina and 
Oriental places. If tbe railway war* bailt merely 
lor the puipoae olObioa trade,tli« abortaai road 
luigbt r:i'ieris paribM be cuualdered tbe btst, 
out tbo railway cannot depend upon eur 
business alune, ai.d that business ui leaii 
lonbtful — its domestic irafBc 13 undoubtedly of 
ai lua^l equal importancu. It need hardly be 
said tbat a Hortbarly curve of the 
road will not make the line longer. 
A lutle longer lino the;i will ba adrantage- 
oua to tba railway and to tbe country. If we 
tnka the paaaea of lliv Uocky Mountains into 
censldaratiou the land east of tbo.'f -"OUU" 
tains, Ibe norlh Saniiatcli»"-«a lor inatancn, 
tbej' will alao nocessitaio tbo adoption of a 
central r»^tB. Our great object of coarse is 
lo connect the wbolo country in soatiuaentj 
and iolsieat and loyalty and afford means ol 
coinraonication. . Will tbe rouia by tbe Ffaier 
do this? ' Jfost assaredly not — tba whole 
couatry nearly a ibouaand miles long being to 
tue north of it I Tbia Railway ia not lo bu 
built for the present time ; il ii bnill for agea 
to come — not tor tbo few who now live in 
tbia colsny but for tbo myriads of the fatura. 
The ci iural line wouU probably be the least 
fipenaive, bat oven If il were nol so, it would 
bu more useful to bulb preseat and future 
generatioua. Wo must bare regard tban to 
the fuiure aa well aa tba present — and not 
avoid present expense if the future demands 
il. 

It can then bu very well shown that Kan- 
ouuver Island — as it will chime in with the 
lerni ' from the i'actfio towards the Rocky 
Hountaloa' — aa it offers tbe beatalte for a ralK 
wayjimendod for commerce both foreign and 
domestic — for tbe aetllement of the country, 
fur communicatioa with Canada and for de- 
fence. Not only ia it so now but it will be 
moio and more 30 ii.s tiiuo advances and coni- 
iiicrce and population iucreasea. It pusscasei 
tben.botb ibo present and future qualificaiioiia 
nece-i5ary lor success of tba railway and tbo 
Domin iHii .

if till) Uuiuinion should fall into the erro- 
neous idea that ili'j Fi-aaer opoua the only 
roiile, tbo railway would bo worse than a 
failure— entail enoriiiona dubla and bang like 
a iniliiiuiio round ber neck, sinking ber deeper 
and deeper aa time adtfanoaa.
